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THE KORESHAN UNIVERSOLOGY. 


A General Summary of the Doctrines and 
Principles of the Religio-Science. 


| UNIVERSOLOGY is a com- 


plete system of the Science of the 
great Universe of life; and it involves the 
knowledge of the Creator and his creation. 
The name by which it is designated, in 
contradistinction to perverted Christian- 
ity is KORESHANITY; and the new Religion 
must supplant Christianity, as Christian- 
ity supplanted Judaism. Koreshanity has 
come to fulfil the hope of the world in the 
liberation of humanity from the curse, in 
the establishment of the Kingdom of’ God 
in earth, the introduction of the New Era 
of Light and Life, of universal harmony 
and happiness. 


What does Koreshanity teach? We pre- 


sent a brief summary of the System—a few 


- cardinal points, which will serve to sug- 


gest the great scope of the System in its 
completeness. It is the antithesis of all 
modern theories, of allschoolsof thought. 
It is the climax of all mental progress, the 
ultimate and absolute truth of Being and 
Existence; it is the revelation of all mys- 
teries, the uncovering of the occult; the 
true explanation of all phenomena, the 
Soranei interpretation of Nature and the 
e. 


Cosmogony.—The universe is a-cell, a 
hollow globe, the physical body of which 
is the earth; the sun is at the center. We 
live on the inside of the cell; and the sun, 
moon, planets, and stars are all within the 
globe. The universe is eternal, a great 
battery, and perpetually renews itself 
through inherent functions, by virtue of 


‘which it involves and evolves itself. 


Alchemy.—The Science of Alchemy is 
the Philosopher’s Stone, the Key to the 
mystery of life. Chemistry is false; Al- 
chemy is true! Matter and energy are 
interconvertible and interdependent; they 
are correlates; matter is destructible; 
the result of its transmutation is energy. 
Alchemy is the key to the analysis of the 
universe. : 


Theology.—God is personal and biune, 
with a triunity of specific attributes. God

_ Hebrew Biblical conception of the creation of the rain- 
fall, is that the stars are the centers of that activity 


which radiates the alchemical essences which, uniting in

Water must be produced either by the union of oxy- 
gen and hydrogen, or by the union of essences which con- 
tain these substances in spiritual solution.

The scien- 
tific disclosures made along the lines of the Koreshan 
Jniversology define the laws of creation as operative . ` 
through the various stages of progress, the soil being 
suited to the genius of the stage of creation in every 
field of creative possibility. Every stage of progress to- 
ward the final or Deific degree of development has its 
own fixed soil of generation, the soil in which is ma- 
triculated the quality of the higher form of life. That 
the human race is to produce a race of a higher type, 
both Nature and the Scriptures agree in determining.
